Yuma, Ariz., April 18.—Quarantine 
guards on duty here to enforce the 
etate’s embargo against California ve- 
hicular traffic to prevent the spread 
of the foot and mouth disease tonight 
repelled an attempt to break the block- 
ade. sg 

The vanguard of more than 700 mo- 
torists from California . barred from 
entry under the embargo swept past 
some of the guards*on thé Colorado 
river bridge, but retreated when a 
cordon was formed on the Yuma side 
and fire hose brought up to’ play 
streams of water on the mob. 

There. was no shooting, guards hav- 
ing. been disarmed to prevent blood- 
sked. 

Tourists Yield for Night. 

After retreating toward the west end 
of the bridge, the travelers, weakened 
and weary by long being marooned in 
the desert, became quiet and order 
was restored. 7 

Desperate, embittered, and suffering 
from four days’ enforced encampmient 
in the California desert west of hefe, 
because of the embargo barring, thein

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Killed Leading His Men 


- Dec. 22, 1910. 


The disaster of last night revived 
memories among citizens and firemen 
of the death of Fire Marshal James 
Horan and twenty-two others at a fire 
\in the stockyards on Dec. 22, 1910. 

The fire was in a meat storage house 
of Morris & Co., starting in the after- 
‘noon. It developed rapidly and a 4-11 
alarm was sounded. By the time 
Chief Horan arrived the fire was in- 
tense. 

At the head of his men he was stand- 
ing on a loading platform, superintend- 
ing the crashing in of suveral heavy 
doors, this for the purpose of getting 
more streams of water on the fire. 
Then came an explosion from within, 
ithe ancient brick walls buckled, and 
| came thundering down on Chief Horan 
and his men. There was not a chance 
for escape. 

Almost before the dust settled res- 
cuers were at work, but they did not 
come upon the body of Chief Horan 
‘until far sn the night. Then one of 
the workers saw his white helmet 
through the debris. Other workers 
came and then the body of the chief 
was uncovered. He had died instantly, 
apparently, as did the others. 

The council and citizens contributed 
largely to a fund for the widows and 
fatherless children. 

. The then Mayor Busse was a close 
| friend of Horan and was deeply affect- 
} 6d by-the chief’s death, as well as of 
| his men. 
At the same time an investigation 
was started into the city’s water sys- 
tem. It developed that the then low 
' pressure was not enough to supply six- 
teen fire éngines to the block, as they 
were operated at the stockyards fire. 


TABLET TO HORAN 


A soft golden light attached to the 
west wall of the Randolph street en- 
trance to the city hall causéd men to 
pause and many to doff their hate last 
night as they read the words inscribed 
on the tablet beneath: 

‘*In memory of Fire Marshal James 
Horan and his brave men—here fol- 

lowed twenty names—who lost their

Washington, D. C., April 18.—The 
federal reserve board took notice of 
currency reforms in certain European 
countries in a statement tonight on 
business conditions abroad. The board 
declared that gratifying progress had 
been made during the last six months 
in the stabilization of exchanges, al- 
though there have been wide fluctva- 
tions, particularly in French, British 
and Japanese exchange.
